This is a response to the amendment, paper No. 37, filed 09/07/04. Claims 17, 19-23 are 
pending and considered before the examiner.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, 

A. 1 st paragraph of enablement issue. 

1 . Applicants traverse the rejection, and argue that Office should not raise about this issue 
again since this rejection was previous withdrawn by the examiner in view of a Declaration 
under 37 C.F.R. 1 1.132 by John Polo, in which Polo addresses very points as stated in the Final 
Office Action mailed on September 25, 2003, after consideration of the arguments and 
Declaration, the rejections were withdrawn. 

B. 1 st paragraph on Written description 

1. Claims 21-23 are still rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph on the same ground 
as stated in the previous Office Action, as failing to comply with the written description 
requirement.
